In general, experiment station results 
have failed to show much in the way of 
favorable results from subsoiling 

lowa workers say, “The 1956 results 
show no particular benefit from sub 
oiling In some cases yields decrea ed. 
Deep application of phosphate just about 
cancelled the yield decrease 

“This one year of results agrees with 
most tests in other states.” 

Thru several years of testing, Mi 
ouri workers found little benefit from 
subsoiling. Even when fertilizer and 
lime were applied all thru the shattered 
layer, there was little yield increase over 
full fertilizer treatment in the plow 
layer. The increase was too small to 
justify the extra expense. 

Illinois worker ay, “Take care of the 
surface, and it won't pay to subsoil.”

Minnesota, Kansas and Nebraska sta

Yet, Purdue workers did get a small 
increase in yield from subsoiling where 
lower soil below the surface was infer 
tile and acid.

Subsoiling 
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shattered depth boosted corn yields by 
20 bushels per acre. 


This limited success story is 
backed up by the experience of a 
number of reliable farmers—enough 
that some stations are running addi- 
tional tests. 


A group of top not h Plymouth coun 
ty farmers are helping keep the lowa 
station interested.
